The Bureau notes that the documents identified as 
Commission Dorn- . its Kvbs;s 294b-d, 294b-c, 294-d, 294f, 
11 j, 294k, and 1114. were not presented to it for review 
at the National Archives since those documents were filed 
wb h the Warren Commission by the Department of State. 

Ac cue i b'gly , the Bureau has not taken into consideration 
the rfcct the guidelines may have on material of the 
Bureau which may be included in those documents. 

■ Furthermore, the Bureau notes that it found several 
instances in which documents in the possession of your 
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agency have been marked to indicate that they have been 
declassified when such is not the case. In those instances, 
the documents have been identified in the third list.
